I oss Lightly Oil A Greased Chart 


If the rising cost of food had been left 


out of the new consumer price index, it 


scarcely would have gone up at all. But 


with food costs included, the index has 


climbed to its all-time high, setting all those 


escalator clauses into motion and thereby 
making certain the index will keep right on 
climbing. 
The food cost factor is a mystery. Statis­ 
tical experts would like to think it is costing 
more to eat because Florida had a hard 
winter, or the price of m eat climbed to a 
point where a livestock farm er could show 
a profit. But the explanation is not that 
easy. 
The way food is merchandised has much 
to do with it, too. Look at it this way: It is 
the difference between buying a chicken in 
a poultry m arket and buying chicken m eat 
in a frozen-food display. Naturally, the latter 
form costs more per pound, as it should. 
It is worth more per pound for two rea­ 
sons: Less waste and more convenience. 
But convenience is something that has been 
added to grocery baskets since 1947-1949, the 
base period for comparative food costs in 
the consumer price index. The frozen food 
industry and the new packaging techniques 
have developed since World War II. 
Yet, a statistical accident allowed to influ­ 
ence a s vital a m atter as the escalator 
clauses in industrial contracts that guaran­ 
tee wage inflation every time there is a cer­ 
tain degree of fluctuation upward in the con­ 
sum er price index. 
The fact is. if the index were falling month 
by month the state of the nation would be 
more worrisome than it is currently, when

Cost of college educations has almost tre­ 
bled in a quarter century and may double in 
next IO years, reaching $4,000 a year or more. 
The boy who worked his way through is al­ 
most out of the picture, unless he has a job 
in the movies. What kid can take pleasure in 
making Phi Beta Kappa when his old man 
can barely make both ends meet? 


THE PLAIN FACT is that countless boys 
have to get schooling on the time installment 
plan. Most colleges allow so much down and 
so much per month. There are several big 
education-loan corporations, which pay the 
college in advance and get money from the 
boy or family on time. Suppose there is a 
default? The sheriff doesn't look good attach­ 
ing a diploma. The loan company can't 
repossess the student. There's only one han­ 
dy solution: Put the boy to work and send 
pop to college.

become a school for scandal. You 
won’t see George Meany and Wal­ 
ter Reuther riding horses across 
the sage but you probably will see 
them and the rest of their 
col­ 
leagues on TV screens as the AFL- 
CIO turns p r o d u c e r of some­ 
thing that m ay be called “ Labor 
on Parade” or “ Labor Newsreel.” 
These would be 15-minute films. 
The newsreel, for example, would 
have film clips of Meany testifying 
on the Hill or Reuther in negotia­ 
tions or David Dubinsky roaming 
the garm ent area. It would also 
have a feature story on some 
union's aid to the com m unity- 
such as feeding flood victims or 
pitching in to build a house over­ 
night for a crippled war hero—as 
has been done, 
done. 
All these proposals for labor to 
turn movie and TV producer are 
in a neat prospectus which will be 
handed to the AFL-CIO Executive 
Council meeting in Washington in 
a few days. 
There are plans to spend some 
$400,000 on radio, $300,000 on TV 
and the rest on other imaginative 
projects. But the TV proposals 
are the most facinating, for if they 
are okayed by the national labor 
chiefs, they will become part of 
the battle of give-aways between 
labor and the National Association 
of M anufacturers. 


LABOR’S OBJECTIVE will be to 
produce one film a week, make 
hundreds of prints of it and give 
them to TV broadcasters for noth­ 
ing — if they will be shown. This 
is a different twist from the Steel­ 
workers’ technique. Steel u n i o n 
chief; David McDonald, 
produces 
a film a month and buys time in 
50 key “ m arkets.” 
The mem bers of the AFL-ClO's 
publicity - planning subcommittee 
know, however, they can’t afford 
to buy time over the hundreds of 
stations needed to give them worth­ 
while coverage. To 
make 
any 
impact, they would have to put 
labor movies on over 200 to 300 
stations. This would run into m il­ 
lions of dollars. 
Not even “ the other side” can 
afford it. Fact is that the “other 
side” — the NAM — was about to 
discontinue its own TV efforts re­ 
cently. The NAM. like some unions, 
has been running short of operat­ 
ing cash because it. too, depends on 
dues — of its 16,000 m em ber firms. 
Not too long ago the NAM ran 
Into a deficit. Dues fell off be­ 
cause of the slump. The NAM is 
against deficit spending — whether 
by the U.S. government or by its 
own treasury. So all NAM depart­ 
ments had their budgets cut — in­ 
cluding its “ Advisory Committee 
on Public R e l a t i o n s,” which 
supervises the NAM TV program. 
This section produces films re­ 
porting on A m e r i c a n industry, 
American folkways and free en­ 
terprise. In the past eight years, 
it has built up a list of 250 TV 
stations which take the NAM films 
for nothing and broadcast them. 


ABOUT A FORTNIGHT ago, the 
NAM Advisory Committee met in 
New York 
and 
apparently was 
about to shelve the project as too 
costly. That same morning there 
cam e news of the AFL-CIO’s in­ 
terest in the TV film giveaway 
technique. Members of the NAM 
Advisory Committee d e c i d e d to 
stay in the producing business on 
the ground that they would yield 


the field to labor if they stopped 
distributing new films regularly. 
If the labor chiefs approved the 
project their own publicity 
com­ 
mittee is submitting to them, the 
AFL-CIO will give the NAM a run 
for its money — or rather its 
deficit. One 
m em ber of labor's 
publicity committee has a simple 
formula for perpetual financing of 
labor’s new publicity drive.

Congress Faces Major Tasks Before Quitting 


WASHINGTON 
This busy Congress, bewildered 
first by the Sputniks and then by 
the recession, has its busiest days 
ahead. 
When the legislators quit 
for 
1957 last sum m er there had been 
no Sputniks and they were not 
very conscious of the dropping 
American economy. 
They could look forward—so it 
seemed — to a 
fairly routine 
session in 1958 and then the cam ­ 
paigns for the November elections. 
But then the Soviets sent up 
their 
Sputniks. 
Congress 
came 
back in January excited about the 
missile race, hardly noticing the 
deepening recession. 
By this time this country got 
up its three little satellites the 
broadening gloom of the recession 
hit Congress square in the face. 
Between January and now, Con­ 
gress 
has 
worked 
pretty hard, 
passing legislation which could be 
called anti-recession measures. 
But the Congress members, like 
the 
Eisenhower 
administration, 
have shown some bewilderment in 
copirg with this recession prob­ 
lem: 
How to get the economy back 
on the track without derailing it 
by doing too much or too little 
too soon or too late? 
Now Congress is in its closing 
months of 1958 with its biggest 
and most heated issues ahead. 
Here are some of the m ajor 
tasks awaiting completion by Con­ 
gress: 
I. The election campaign. Even 
when its work is done it m ust go 
home and face the voters. All 435 


House seats and 34 of the 96 Sen­ 
ate seats are at stake next No­ 
vember. 
2. 
Unemployment 
pay. 
It'# 
struggling with a bill to give ex­ 
tra benefits to jobless people who 
have already exhausted theirs or 
who never got any at all. 
3. The recession. Even unem­ 
ployment pay may not be enough. 
If the recession gets worse, far 
more action m ay be needed. 
4. Reciprocal trade and foreign 
aid. President Eisenhower wants 
both renewed. He seems certain 
to get both. The question is: In 
what form? 
5. Streamlining the Defense De­ 
partm ent. Eisenhower insists on 
action. It’s an angry issue, with 
some lawmakers mighty stubborn 
against him. 
6. Pension and welfare funds. 
The Senate almost surely will ap­ 
prove this week a m easure to pro­ 
tect such funds for employes. But 
this can’t become law until the 
House also acts. 
7. More regulations on unions. 
Before it leaves, Congress may 
have to tackle m ajor labor legis­ 
lation, which may also put clamps 
on employers too. 
8. Outer space. Congress is wres­ 
tling in this new field with the 
idea of setting up an outer space 
agency. The question here is: Ci­ 
vilian or millfary control of it? 
9. Appropriations. This is the 
problem 
Congress 
faces 
every 
year: 
Voting enough money to 
keep the government running. 
Last year was stormy, with Con­ 
gress embroiled over civil rights. 
This has been a fairly quiet year, 
but an uneasy one, and intense.

Play As A C itize n ”) 


There is no such thing any more 
as a driver who can be excused 
for committing 
m anslaugter 
in 
the course of taking his own life. 
His urge to self-destruction has 
been cold-bloodedly broadened out 
to include you. 
In California, these killers are 
turned ever to 
psychiatrists 
as 
soon as they have revealed beyond 
any doubt what they are up to. 
They are handled thereafter as 
sick people who cannot be allowed 
to mingle with sane people. 
You read about them wherever 
you are. The next tim e you get 
into your automobile, one of them 
m ay be waiting for you. ready to 
m ake you the victim of his urge 
to destroy life—yours and his. 
The only break the public ever 
gets is when these rould-be m ur­ 
derers destroy themselves. Every 
time they die, they save the lives 
of innocent people they ultimately 
would have killed if they 
had 
stayed alive. 
The ordinary run of motorists in 
this country are getting safer all 
the time If they monopolized the 
highways there would be no acci­ 
dents, other thr ’ those that are 
actually unavoidable. 
But drivers who are trying to 
save lives share the highways with 
motorists who are hell-bent 
on 
destroying 
lives. 
No 
one 
can 
breathe easy until these 
people 
have been taken out of circula­ 
tion as swiftly and positively as 
would - be m urderers who r u n 
amuck with guns. 


“ There is a great debt which I 
m ust pay. It is a debt of grati­ 
tude for which I am obligated to 
my country. Many tim es my coun­ 
try has fought wars so that I may 
observe 
privileges 
with 
which 
young men of other nations have 
never come in contact. Therefore, 
in order to play the part of a good 
citizen, I should exercise my rights 
and m ake good use of my privi­ 
leges whenever the chance arises. 
“ The right to vote is by far the 
most abused privilege in the United 
States. It is also the one for which 
we fought most arduously. The col­ 
onist fought the Revolutionary War 
just so we could h a v e .a say in 
our government, one of our privi­ 
leges. Today every election con­ 
tains something of great import­ 
ance to every voter. Yet, at the 
present, the polls attract only one 
half of the eligible voters. This is 
injurious to the entire population of 
the United States. So, using my 
right to vote, to express my opin­ 
ions concerning the operation of 
4he government, will be my prime 
objective in my quest of becoming 
a good citizen. 
“Voting, however, is still in my 
future. At the present it is of the 
utmost importance for me to pre­ 
pare myself, with my education, 
for the stimulating and sometimes 


exhausting jobs which lay ahead 
of me. Cooperation with the gov­ 
ernment, including the holding of 
public offices and m ilitary service, 
along with making a substantial 
living with which to support my 
family, will be the most important 
of these. This is the second plateau 
in my climb to being a good citi­ 
zen. 
“ Obedience of the law is another 
part I will play as a good citizen. 
In a democgacy any hope of ac­ 
complishing anything is absolutely 
nil unless the laws are obeyed. The 
laws of the United States are prob­ 
ably 
more 
easily 
obeyed 
than 
those of any other country. Thus, 
this is really not a difficult task. 
It is one of the main ways in 
which I can pay my debt. 
“ Finally, as a citizen, I will do 
every thing in my power to cre­ 
ate an intelligent, just, and right­ 
eous public opinion. This is im­ 
portant. One of the m ajor princi­ 
ples of a democracy is rule by the 
m ajority or public opinion. Public 
opinion can meet no standards that 
are higher than the ideals of the 
public. I will do nothing to de­ 
grade my country but will constant­ 
ly strive to m ake it excel. 
“Every time my country raises 
itself. I move upwards. Every time 
I advance my country also does.”

Why does bad news have so little 
effect these days on the stock 
m arket? 
Bethlehem 
Steel 
reported 
it 
didn’t earn enough in the first 
three months of this year to cover 
its dividend rate. But the price 
of the stock scarcely wobbled. 
Chrysler reported a net loss and 
cut its dividend. The price of its 
stock dropped $2 but then rallied 
a bit and there was no rush to 
unload. 
Some see in this and in many 
recent like instances evidence that 
traders some time ago foresaw 
the bad news and revalued the 
stocks at that time. 
Others see in the m arket's stub­ 
born refusal to respond to bad 
news a sign that stock traders 
generally — and 
these 
include 
some of the big investing institu­ 
tions — have decided 
that 
the 
business slump which the stock 
m arket foretold in its plunge last 
sum m er and fall is bottoming out 
and that an upturn will be com­ 


ing along in due course. The pros­ 
pect of gnore inflation plays a big 
part in this. 
Although last week saw a flood 
of corporate profit and loss state­ 
ments that leaned heavily to the 
bad side, stock prices as a whole 
shrugged off the news. The Asso­ 
ciated 
Press stock 
price 
index 
opened the week at 165 and closed 
at 167. high for this year. 
Because it is so basic, the steel 
industry got particular attention. 
With one minor exception all of 
the 20 companies to report so far 
have shown declines in earnings 
from the first three 
months 
of 
1957. Combined, their profits this 
year are off 66 per cent. The larg­ 
est. U. S. Steel, reports Tuesday. 
Earnings of 14 companies pro­ 
ducing other metals and 26 m etal­ 
working firms r.lmost universally 
report lower earnings. Combined, 
their profits this year are running 
47 per cent behind the previous 
year. But expectations of better 
times a few months hence have 
sustained trading in most of their 
shares of late.

secure U. S. citizenship for an alien 
sailor through a false m arriage 
ceremony conducted in New Cum­ 
berland in March 1957. 
They are Emanuel Folianos. Lil­ 
ly Mae Kennedy (alias Lilly Mae 
Fokianos), Gust Palavis and Kleo­ 
patra Psaros, who are accused of 
j violating the immigration law. 
The indictment alleges that Fok­ 
ianos m arried Lilly Mae Kenneth 
i March 25, 1957, in New Cumber­ 
land “in form only” to provide him ! 
with an American wife and even­ 
tual citizenship. 
Folkianos was an alien seaman I 
who was admitted to the United 
States temporarily on March 31,1 
1956, according to the indictment. J 
During the time of his alleged 
conspiracy he is reported to have 
resided with his relative, K leopatra! 
Psaros, in Weirton. 
The indictment says that the re l-1 
ative and Palavis did “induce and 
persuade” the Kennedy woman to 
m arry Folkianos so that he would} 
be perm itted to return to the U. 5-!

If you will notice, 
the banging is always rhythmical. 
—you can count a regular beat. 
Often too, the child will accentu­ 
ate this beat with his voice, he 
m akes a grunting or a humming 
sound each time his head hits tho 
floor, or the wall. 


A child who discovers comfort 
and satisfaction in rhythmic mo­ 
tion and sound is often highly sen­ 
sitive to sounds of all kinds. 
As a tiny baby he m ay scream 
out at a noise another child would 
ignore. 
As he begins to learn to talk 
you will hear him playing with 
his voice. He will m ake a high­ 
pitched squeaky sound, then a low 
guttural one. You can watch him 
hear the difference, m aybe laugh 
out loud and then try it again. 
All children do this to some extent, 
but some youngsters 
are more 
aware of sounds and their varia 
tion than others. 


THIS GIVES us a clue about the 
interests of a head-banger. Many 
such children are m usical. 
A head-banger m ay s t o p his 
banging to listen to you sing. He 
will love music on the record-play­ 
er or radio.

When whining is done to excess

a way of getting 
attention. The child who must re­ 
sort to this objectionable behavior 
needs his life made more satisfac­ 
tory.

answer to the whiner.

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Do Parents Have Right To Play God? 


The door of my office opened 
and a m an entered carrying a 
little boy about 5 years old. 
The child was crying, obviously 
In considerable pain. Ile was m ud­ 
dy and disheveled. He had been 
in an accident. The father was ash­ 
en white, trem bling and scared. 
We put the child on the examing 
table and got the story that he 
had fallen off a swing at the play­ 
ground. 
The father worked nearby and 
had been called immediately. He 
rushed the boy up to me — the 
nearest doctor. I had never seen 
either the father or child before. 
The little boy, 
Eddie, had a 
broken leg, a break in the thigh 
bone on the right side. Other than 
a few minor scratches this was 
the extent of h i s injury — bad 
enough of course, but quite repair­ 
able. 
The father calmed 
down 
when he was assured that his boy 
would be all right. 


THE KIND of break Eddie had 
required that the leg be held in 
traction until the bones knit to­ 
gether. 
That means the foot and lower 
leg had to be pulled down and 
kept stretched out so the ends of 


the fractured bones would heal in 
a straight line. This kind of a 
break cannot be properly treated 
with a cast. 
I explained this to Eddie’s father 
and made all the arrangement 
for Eddie to go to the orthopedic 
hospital. 
I put a temporary splint on the 
leg and the father, still quite shak 
en up, took the child to the hos­ 
pital, where the leg was x-raved. 
then set and the necessary traction 
applied. 
The break was clean, it would 
heal well in time and Eddie would 
in the long run be as good as new. 
When a child's leg is in traction 
he must of course stay in bed — 
he cannot get about with that much 
apparatus attached to one leg! 


NEXT DAY the doctor at the hos­ 
pital called me in great distress. 
Eddie’s father had come to the 
hospital and insisted upon taking 
the boy home. 
A hospital is not a jail; you can­ 
not keep a patient against the will 
of his parents. Doctors can advise 
strongly against removing the pa­ 
tient, can m ake the responsible 
person sign a statem ent that he 
is removing the patient against 


[medical advice, but more than that 
we doctors cannot do. 
The father belonged to a re­ 
ligious cult that did not believe in 
medical 
care 
nor 
in 
hospitals. I 
When he saw his injured little boy 
his fear won out over his religion. 
and he brought the child to me. I 
However, later, when he realized! 
his boy would not die, his re-1 
ligious beliefs took over. 
I went to Eddie’s home to try ; 
to convince the father to let us I 
cure his child. Eddie was lying in 
bed whimpering, his leg hurt now 
that the traction w a s removed 
and the broken fragments of bone! 
rubbed against each other. 


THE FATHER was adamant, he 
would not let Eddie return to the 
hospital. He would care for him at 
home with prayer. 
I did everything I could think 
of. Was there any way we could I 
force this m an? I talked with 
the state health officer, with the 
medical society, but we had no 
weapon but moral suasion and that 
didn’t work.

Science Works Wonders 
In Keeping Baby Clean

It’s a problem to keep baby 
clean. Ask any mother who has the 
experience of cleaning baby's nails 
before she takes him visiting, only 
to find little black borders at his 
fingertips when she introduces him 
to her hostess. How does a child 
pick up so much dirt in so short a 
time? 
The grime goes to legs, arm s 
and face too, and the most fas­ 
tidious mother may be em bar­ 
rassed that her child looks ne­ 
glected. The daily bath helps, but 
for how long?

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Care Should Be Taken 
In Selection O f Cereals 


By DOROTHY V. W HIPPLE. M D. 
Probably your children and the 
rest of your f a m i l y eat a fair 
amount of bread, cereal, flour and 
other grain products. 
Do you know how to select these 
foods to get the most nutrition for 
your food dollar? 
On the shelves of our m arkets 
is a vast array of grain products. 
The packages blare out the merits 
of their contents. 
But the advertising experts are 
not satisfied to confine their bids 
for your purchase to the nutritive 
value of their products All sorts 
of appeals are cleverly used—car­ 
toons on the boxes, toys enclosed 
in the package, coupons that can 
be redeemed for spoons or dishes 
or what-have-you. 
Don’t forget that what you are 
buying 
is 
m aterial 
for 
sturdy 
bodies, strong straight bones and 
rosy cheeks. 
Buy y o u r grain products for 
their nutritive v a l u e , not their 
pretty packages. 


WHAT R E A L L Y makes one 
grain product better nutrition than 
another? 
Grains are all seeds of plants. 
Nature puts into seeds the food 
that both the plants and man needs 
to grow well. 
But nature separates the various 


food elements into different parts! 
of the seed. The central and largest 
part of the seed contains starch, 
the outside covering contains m in­ 
eral and B-vitnmins. 
In the heart of the grain is the 
germ of the seed, small in total 
volume of the seed, but large in 
nutritive value. Here is fat, pro­ 
tein and vitamins. 
Grains that are prepared for the 
m arket by grinding up the whole 
seed, starchy outside covering and 
germ make foods of great nutri­ 
tional value. 
But when only the starchy part 
of the grain is used the resulting 
food contains very little but calo­ 
ries. We need calories, of course, 
but if we eat a lot of food that 
contains only calories, w*e must 
supplement the diet with pills to 
make up for the good food ele­ 
ments thrown away in the milling 
process. 


HIGHLY - MILLED cereals that 
contain only the starchy part of 
the grain have become very popu­ 
lar in this country. 
People seem to Uke their pure 
white 
color 
and 
m anufacturers 
like the ease of marketing. Grains 
that contain the fatty m aterial of 
the germ spoil m ore quickly and 
therefore have to have more care­ 
ful handling. 


f^ arn to read the labels and 
understand them. Buy cereals that 
say they are made from whole 
grains. 
It makes little difference if a 
cereal is eaten hot or cold, but 
it makes a lot of difference, if it 
is a whole grain cereal or a milled 
one. 
Some cereals are not only high­ 
ly milled, but they are sugar- 
coated as well. This adds nothing 
b u t calories to their nutritional 
value. 
Not only breakfast cereals but 
bread and flour should be whole 
grain. 
Teach your children from the 
beginning to eat food that is good 
for 
them 
from 
the 
nutritional 
standpoint. 
You will be well repaid by a 
healthy family and a lower food 
bill. 
If every bite of food that goes 
down the throats of your family 
carries a goodly supply of the 
‘ accessory foods,” the vitamins 
and minerals, you will not need 
to buy expensive vitamin pills. 
If you use some white flour, as 
doubtless you will, add some wheat 
germ to the white flour food or 
to some other food. Wheat germ 
tastes good and adds lots of vita­ 
mins to the diet.

I t’s Not Cause To Worry 
If B aby Rocks A n d Rolls

“ Nancy gets up on her hands 
and knees and rocks and rocks. 
She does it in her bed aud some­ 
times moves the whole crib across 
the room. Tile other night I woke 
up In the night and heard her just 
going to town all by herself. She 
seems happy enough while she is 
doing it, in fact she often makes 
a sort of rhythmic h u m m i n g 
sound in time with rocking. 
‘‘Is this anything to worry about? 
Nancy has been doing this for 
some time, but it seems to us it is 
becoming rather excessive.” 
Bed rocking is pretty frequent 
behavior 
of 
young 
children. 
A 
baby toward the end of his first 
year will push himself up on all 
fours and sway back and forth. 
He may discover pretty soon that 
he can crawl and he prefers to 
‘‘go places” rather than to stay 
in one place and rock. Thus he 
may outgrow rocking at an early 
age. Another child may enjoy the 
rhythmic motion so much that he 
will rock even when he has learn 
ed to do other things as well. 


NANCY WAS one of these young 
sters who seemed to get great 
satisfaction from rocking. 
She rocked not only at night, but 
during the day if she was upset 
by anything, lf she bumped her­ 
self. if she became angry or frus­ 
trated over a toy that wouldn’t 
do what she wanted it to, she 
would first cry (as any c h i l d 
would) but she finally comforted 
herself by rocking 
At first the rocks would be ac­ 
companied by her cries, but soon 
the crying gave place to a rhyth­ 
mic humming. When she was com­ 
forted, she would get up and go 
on about her play. 
Nancy had discovered a good 
way of solving her problems. But 
it seemed she was overdoing it 
We don’t mind if she rocks a lit­ 
tle, but if the rocking interferes 
with sleep, if she prefers to rock 
rather than play, we had better 
try to interest her in a wider range 
of activities. 
Nancy was an only child. She 
and her mother got along well 
together. Nancy was cooperative 
and happy, loved her play with 
her mother, but also was appar 
entljr content by herself for quite 


[long times. It was during these| 
long solitary plays that she was 
rocking more and more. 


A NURSERY school h e l p e d 
Nancy a great deal. When she had 
other children to play with and 
more interesting toys and p l a y 
equipment to occupy her. her need 
for rocking gradually subsided. 
For the night - time rocking 
we made the rocking a little less 
satisfactory. 
The crib was screwed up very 
tight so it didn’t sway with Nancy's 
rocking, the casters were removed 


and the legs screwed to two heavy 
planks which prevented it from 
moving on the floor. 
Nancy continued to rock during 
the night, but she got less satis­ 
faction from it and before l o n g 
found sleep more restful and satis­ 
fying than rocking. 
Only if your child rocks instead 
of playing or sleeping need you 
be concerned. 
A little rocking is quite normal 
behavior for a small child. Exces­ 
sive rocking suggests you try to 
find more interesting things for 
the child to do. 
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Thumb-Sucking Will Work Itself Out 


By DOROTHY' V. W HIPPLE, M D 
Your baby was born with an 
urge to suck. Sucking is necessary 
for survival. 
He m ust suck to get his food. 
Put babies differ a lot in the 
amount of sucking they need. We 
try to arrange life for the baby 
so that his need to suck and his 
need for food come out even. That 
is, when he has had all the food 
his body needs, we hope he has 
also had ail the sucking he needs. 
However, things 
don’t always 
work out so smoothly. Some babies 
get tired of sucking before they 
have had enough to eat, others 
still want to suck even when their 
tum m ies are full. 
For the baby whose sucking 
urge is not very strong we must 
see to it that he gets enough to 
eat 


THERE IS not much you can 
do to make breast milk flow fas­ 
ter, but if such a baby is bottle 
fed you can make the holes in the 
nipples larger, so that he gets 
m ore milk in a shorter tim e and 
with less sucking. 
Sometimes it is necessary to 
give solid foods, cereals and fruit 


to one of these weak suckers at af 
much earlier age than is usual. 
Babies who are not much inter-1 
ested in sucking usually w e a n 
early and then abandon sucking 
for good. Such babies never suck 
tneir thumbs. 
Then there arc babies who have 
a terrific urge to suck. Such a 
baby grabs hold of a nipple as 
though his very life depended upon 
it. 
He sucks vigorously and fills up 
his stomach with milk. Even when 
he is full and cannot hold another 
drop he still wants to suck. 
It doesn’t take this baby long 
to discover his fingers. Into the 
mouth they go and the baby con­ 
tinues to suck. If he is breast fed, 
he can be perm itted to stay at the 
breast and suck even when there 
is not much of any milk left. 
If he is bottle fed. he can be 
given new nipples with sm aller 
holes so that he has to suck longer 
to get the same amount of milk. 


BUT THE strong sucker may go 
atter his thumb no m atter how 
long he takes with his food. 
Giving him a pacifier immedi­ 
ately after he is finished eating 
sometimes satisfies him but not 
Jack Was Late; 
Parents Worried 


It was midnight. Jack wasn’t 
home. Mother and Dad were get­ 
ting anxious. 
He said he was going to the 
libary; the library closed at ll. 
Where could the boy be? Jack was 
17 and quite able to take care of 
himself, but he had the car and 
all sorts of accidents do happen 
in cars. One o’clock cam e — and 
still no Jack. One thirty — Jack's 
parents were frantic. They thought 
about calling the police. At a quar­ 
ter of two they heard the car 
door clam shut and presently Jack 
sauntered in the front door. 
“ What, you still up? he asked 
in surprise. 
Dad’s agitation had turned to 
anger now — anger that this boy 
had caused him so much anxiety 
—> anger at himself, anger at Jack. 
“ What do you mean, young man, 
staying out all hours of the night?’ 
he shouted. “ Where have y o u 
been’*” 
“ Why, Dad, don’t get excited. 
I met Tom and we went over to 
his place and we’ve just been 
chewing the fat - - •” 
“ That’s a fine story.” 
Jack was angry now. He’d done 
nothing wrong and it was utterly 
unreasonable that he should be 
hauled over the carpet like this. 
“ Don’t believe me if you don’t 


always: he Just prefers the feel 
of the thumb in the mouth. When 
this is the case there is nothing 
to do but let him suck. 
Never, never use any mechan­ 
ical restraints to stop thumb suck­ 
ing. 
It is far better for a baby to get 
all the sucking he wants while he 
is an infant. Don’t be in a hurry 
to give him solids—the more solids 
he eats, the less milk he will take 
and the more thumbsucking he 
will do. 
Pete was one of these vigorous 
suckers. When he was about seven 
months old his mother discovered 
th ai she had to hide his bottle 
when she gave him his vegetables 
and other solids. 
Once he spied the bottle he 
would have nothing more to do 
with a spoon. He just loved that 
bottle. Pete sucked his thumb a 
good deal but every once in a 
while he would change off and 
suck his big toe. 


WHEN-PETE was a year old he 
didn’t show any s i g n s of ever 
drinking from a cup. 
He cried when milk was offered 
in any way but a bottle. Pete was 
a good 18 months old before he 


would consider a cup. When he 
was 2 he was completely weaned. 
By then he had had enough suck­ 
ing, he grew up not to want it any 
more. 
When Pete outgrew his bottle he 
outgrew his need for his thumb, 
too. 
Pete had been allowed to suck 
to his heart’s content and he fin­ 
ally had his fill and went on to 
more grown up activities. 
In the beginning thumb-sucking 
is m e r e l y an expression of a 
baby’s need to suck. 
However, babies s e e m to get 
great comfort from thumb-sucking 
and if any baby is unhappy, anxi­ 
ous or afraid he may find solace 
in his thumb. Thumbsucking for 
comfort may last well beyond the 
time of weaning when sucking is 
normally abandoned. 
If you have a thumb - sucking 
baby, give him every opportunity 
to suck—on a nipple, on a paci­ 
fier. on his fingers or toes. 
At the same time see to it that 
he is loved and cuddled, that he 
has no need for long crying jags. 
Then relax, his thumb - sucking 
will not be a long-time habit. He 
will stop when he grows up a little 
more.

Baby Should Be Provided 
Dainty Christening Dress 


No m atter how practical the rest 
of your baby’s wardrobe may be, 
he deserves the laciest, daintiest 
christening dress you can produce. 
Sometimes 
a family heirloom 
Is available for this occasion, but 
if not, you can sew your own heir­ 
loom, starting a new tradition. 
Thanks to modern fabrics, the 
most delicate baby dress now can 
be dunked, 
drip-dried 
and 
put 
away for the next christening. 
Here are some tips from sew­ 
ing experts as to how to use new 
fabrics and techniques. 
Select a standard pattern for 
a christening dress, which prob­ 
ably will include directions for 
slip, bonnet and booties. 
Use sheer white nylon for the 
dress, and select dainty but inex­ 
pensive nylon lace for the trim ­ 
ming. You can buy lace beading 
complete with color-fast nylon rib­ 
bon at most variety stores. 
When stitching on nylon sheer, 


be sure to use nylon thread, a size 
ll needle, lighter-than-normal ten­ 
sion and pressure on your machine 
and tiny stitches, 15 or 20 to the 
inch. 
Test stitch on a scrap of fabric, 
and if it has a tendency to pucker, 
back it with a strip of tissue paper 
which can be torn off later. 
Use French seams for the con­ 
struction, or finish plain seams 
with zigzag stitching. The lace in­ 
sertion also is easily applied with 
zigzag stitching. 
Baste 
lace 
in 
place, adjust tensions to eliminate 
puckering and then stitch along 
edges of lace with zigzag stitch. 
Using a small, sharp pair of 
shears, trim away fabric beneath 
lace insertion, close to line of 
stitching. On the bottom row of 
lace insertion, the hem m ay be 
stitched right along with the lace 
The slip may be m ade of cotton 
batiste, which requires mercerized 
cotton thread and a size 14 needle

Duties of the 100-member Pro­ 
visional Organization for the es­ 
tablishment of tile new Methodist 
Theological School in Ohio will bo 
turned over to the Board of Trus­ 
tees July I, it was decided at a 
recent meeting of the leaders in 
Columbus. 
The 
provisional 
organization 
adopted the nam e of the “ Metho-j 
dist Theological School of Ohio’’ 
for the new sem inary to be erected 
on a site south of Delaware, seat 
of Ohio Wesleyan University. 
The meeting also: 
Approved prelim inary plans for 
the development of the site and 
utilities and for three buildings 
which will be a part of the first 
construction. The architects were 
authorized 
to 
finishing 
working 
drawing for the following building 
units: I) Administration and class­ 
room building; 2) m en’s dormitory 
and dining hall, which will be two 
separate buildings connected by a 
covered walk, and 3) library and 
auditorium building, which will al­ 
so be two .separate units joined 
by a covered gallery. 
Heard tile report from the com­ 
mittee to select a dean, indicating 
that they were encouraged with 
progress and that they hoped this 
important decision could be made 
in the not too distant future. 
Announced the launching of a 
special effort to raise funds for a 
scholarship program which would 
make available from $12,000 to 
$15,000 by the opening of the school 
in September 1960.

If He Bangs Head 


A P Nevrsfeatures 
“ Doctor, Tom does the craziest 
thing.” That Mrs. Edgerton was 
really very worried was clear to 
see. 


"H e bangs his head against any­ 
thing hard he can find. He bangs 
it so hard he makes bruises on 
his forehead. Is there something 
wrong with his mind, doctor?” 
It does seem a crazy thing to 
do, all right, but plenty of per­ 
fectly normal children do it. 


Sometimes a child bangs h i s 
head when he is angry, the way 
another childr would throw some­ 
thing. But sometimes he seems 
just to enjoy it. lf you w ill notice, 
the banging is always rhythmical. 
—you can count a regular beat. 
Often too, the child will accentu­ 
ate this beat with his voice, he 
makes a grunting or a humming 
sound each time his head hits tho 
floor, or the wall 


L IK E M ANY of the peculiar hab­ 
its children develop, if the bang 
ing is only occasional you have 
no cause to worry 
He m ay give himself a black 
and blue welt on his head, but 
aside from this he w ill do himself 
no harm. And in the course of time 
he will abandon this type of be­ 
havior with no special help from 
you. 
However if a child keeps him 
self awake at night with his bang 
ing, or if he prefers to bang him 
self instead of playing, ifs time 
to look into the reasons.

TH IS G IV E S us a clue about the 
interests of a head-banger. Many j 
such children are musical.

Many babies get teeth just this 
way. The teeth push their way 
through the gums and then one 
fine day they are there. 
Some babies do not accomplish | 
teething quite so easily. 
The first set of teeth—the baby 
teeth—are all present in the child’s 
gums by the time he is born. Dur­ 
ing the first year the teeth begin 
to push up and break through the 
mucous membrane. 
Occasionally a baby will push 
his first tooth through as early as 
three months; other equally heal­ 
thy babies may be entirely tooth­ 
less until after the first birthday 
When the tooth is beginning to 
gel ready to erupt the baby usual­ 
ly drools a lot. 
His salivary glands just pour out 
their fluid. Some of it goes down 
the throat, but a lot dribbles down 
the chin. This is a sign teeth are 
on the way. lf the salvia is very 
excessive it may choke the baby a 
little when he is lying down. 
The saliva pours down his throat 
so fast the baby cannot swallow it 
and he coughs. When the baby is 
sitting up the extra saliva drib­ 
bles out of his mouth awl he does 
not choke or cough. 
lf your baby coughs

little 
when he Is lying flat on his back, 
if at the same time he drools a 
lot when he is sitting up and if 
in other ways he does not seem 
sick at all, you do not need to

Occasionally the baby’s gums 
hurt him just before the teeth 
come in, and he w ill cry and fuss. 
Take a look at the gums. If they) 
are red and swollen they probably || 
do hurt. But if the gums do not 
look sore, take your baby to the 
doctor. Something else is making | 
him irritable and you should find 
out what it is. 
lf your baby is fussy because 
his teeth hurt, you can help him 
by giving him cold things to chew 
and by rubbing his gums. 
Do not put teething lotion on a 
baby’s gums without the doctor’s 
orders. No medicine is absorbed 
into the baby’s system by putting 
it on the gums. Teething lotions 
produce their soothing affect by 
the amount of substance the baby 
swallows. 
They 
have to 
contain 
strong 
drugs in order to quiet a baby, lf 
your baby needs a strong sedative 
of this sort, it should be one pre­ 
scribed by the doctor.
